Amos Doom, water superinten­ 
dent, told m em bers of the water 
board Monday night that there had 
been no pumping from Blue Lake 
since t uesday of last week due to 
the lack of water near the pum p­ 
ing station. 
To get additional water consider­ 
able expense would be involved 
and it is thought the amount of 
water available would not warrant 
the added cost. 
To supplement the city w ater 
supply, plans arc* being completed 
to start pumping from the New 
York Central reservoir and it is 
possible pumping will start Wed­ 
nesday. 
The NYC reservoir has approxi­ 
mately 25 million gallons of w ater 
easily available to the city, it is 
said, and the water has been of­ 
fered to the city by the railroad 
officials, free of charge.

Jackson's Successor 


Editorial By BEUCK BIOSS AT 
The considerations that led to 
the selection of E arl W arren as 
Chiel Justice of the United States 
overrode the fact that he lacked 
experience as a p racticin g judge 
His balanced te m p e ra m e n t, his 
breadth of vision, his vast general 
experience with the sort of Brob 
lem s the high court deals with, all 
recom m ended him particularly for 
Chief Justice 
But the untimely death of Ju s 
Ute Robert H. Jack so n creates a 
totally different puzzle for P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er 
Special considerations m ay right 
fully apply in choosing a chief Jus 
tice. 
But in the rest of the court, 
judicial experience has been too 
long ignored. The P resident would 
do well to restore that factor to its 
p ro p er place in the selection pro 
cess. 
T h ere is no rule which requires 
that the Supreme Court be populat 
ed alm ost wholly with m en of long 
p ractice on the bench 
But it does 
seem reasonable to suggest that at 
least a few of the justices should 
be veteran ju rist1- 
One can hard 
ly q u arrel with the idea th at a body 
of judges 
should 
contain some 
judges. 
In the past 20 or more years, 
the presidential habit has develop 
ed of employing the court as a 
kind of happ\ hunting ground tor 
deserving politicians and appella­ 
tive officers eager for the perm i n 
encc of tenure that goes with tile 
job. 
That the U. S attorney general­ 
ship should come to bt* regarded 
in many eyes as a kind of auto 
m atic 
steppingstone 
to the Su­ 
preme Court indicates how far this 
trend had gone. 
Clearly we should have no auto 
m atic steppingstones, nor should 
the court be treated as an election 
proof paradise for party faithful 
This 
doesn’t 
m ean 
no attorney 
general should ever again get; the 
job, and it doesn't m ean jHilitu al 
and adm inistrative ranks should be 
bypassed 
But it does m ean that real judi 
cial training is long overdue for 
recognition 
Mr 
Eisenhow er is said to he 
considering 
four em inent 
jurists 
am ong half a dozen prospects for 
the Jackson vacancy 
He can do 
no better for the court and the n a­ 
tion at this time* than to nam e one 
of those* four—or a man of equal
